For the successful growing of fiowers it is very important that the soil 
be in good condition. The most satisfactory method is to sow the seed first 
in a shallow box or pot that has been filled with a rich sandy loam. Care 
should be taken not to plant the seed too deeply—the finer the seed the less 
covering they will stand. Many of the hardier plants, such as Sweet Peas, 
Poppies, Nasturtiums, etc., can be sown to better advantage outdoors in the 
beds where they are to be permanently grown. 

The few illustrations we are able to present in these pages fall far short 
of doing justice to the beauty of the varieties listed. The flowers must be 
seen to appreciate their profusion of growth and great beauty. Our Flower 
Seeds are carefully selected for us and we can assure our customers that 
they will prove satisfactory in every way when cultural directions are fol- 
lowed and the proper care is given them.

WHY A MIXTURE SHOULD BE SOWN.—Whether for hay or for pasture, there are 
many advantages to be obtained by sowing a mixture. The up-to-date farmer, as well 
as the agricultural college, advocates sowing a number of species at one time. Each 
grass lives, to a great extent, on different constituents. The season that would com- 
pletely check the growth’ of one variety of grass will act as an encouragement to some 
other variety, so that with a mixture failure is practically impossible. This mixture 
must be so composed as to make a solid turf. If a large portion of tufted or bunchy 
grasses are used bottom grasses of more spreading habit must be intermingled so as to 
fill the spaces and make a compact, even growth. It is also desirable to use those kinds 
that make a rapid growth after each cutting. In a mixture for hay, such grasses should 
be used that will all mature about the same time, while for a pasture mixture the chief 
requisite is that early, medium and late varieties should be used together, so as to furnish 
continued grazing the entire season. About 15 lbs. of either mixture will be sufficient to 
sow an acre, but for an extra good stand 20 to 25 lbs. could be used to advantage. 


HOW TO SOW—The L. B. Pasture Mixture will produce one good crop of hay each 
season and can then be pastured the balance of the year. Before sown it should 
be thoroughly stirred, as the heavy seeds will settle to the bottom during transit, and 
unless the seed is thoroughly mixed your field is apt to be spotted.

Dear Sir.—I have recently determined the percentage of arsenic in different forms 
in the samples of arsenate of lead which you submitted to me this spring. The fol- 
lowing are the results of the determinations:

The insoluble arsenic oxide represents the arsenic which is in combination with 
lead as arsenate of lead. The soluble arsenic oxide is that which is present in the 
form of arsenate of soda, showing that the latter has been used in slight excess in 
preparing the compound. The soluble arsenious oxide, found in one sample, was 
present as arsenate of soda, a compound which should not be used in the prepara- 
tion of lead arsenate. The percentages of insoluble arsenic oxide show that there is 
some variation in the amount of arsenate of lead present in the various preparations. 
These variations are not very great, however, and would not have any very significant 
effect on their comparative insecticidal values. 

More striking differences were observed in the tendency of the compounds to 
remain suspended in water or to settle quickly when mixed with water, as in preparing 
them for spray purpose. In order to make comparisons of this property, equal weights 
of each were mixed with equal amounts of water and placed in granulated cylinders 
of the same height and diameter. After shaking thoroughly each cylinder was allowed 
to stand quietly and at the end of exactly two minutes’ the height of the top of the 
suspended lead arsenate was read off. The results were as follows:

This shows that in ability to stay in suspension, a property very desirable for 
spray purposes, the Eagle brand is far superior to any of the others; and the Target 
brand is very inferior. This was even more noticeable after longer standing, when 
the Rex, Swift’s and Disparene had all settled to about 20 cc. the Target to 6 ce. and 
the Eagle still stood at about 60 cc.
